The incident lo the sudden close 


of the hearing was the story of H ar­ 


old Bride, the second and only sur- | 


viving wireless operator of the lost I 


Titanic. Bride's story w as as follows: 


“Many did not feel the shock when 
th e ship struck. 
I was asleep and 
was not aw akened until Phillips, the 
senior operator, called me, afier the 
engines stopped. 
He left to see w hat 
the trouble was, and when he return­ 
ed he said things looked quee.\ 
W e 
worried none, but Phillips Sent the 
C. Q. D., giving our position. 
We 
raised the Frankfort first, then the 
C a r p a li a and then the Baltic. 
We 
did not try for the Frankfort long, 
concentrating our m essages to the 
C a r p a lia , which answ ered that she 
was rushing to our aid. 
“The last time I went on dock the 
passengers were In a panic, seeking 
th e lifeboats, which had all gone but 
one life raft. W hen I returned to the 
w ireless cabin Phillips was trying to 
send the final C. Q. D. call. 
“ Phillips and I put on life belts 
and then cared for a fainting woman 
who had been brought to the cabin. 
“Ten m inutes before the ship sank 
Captain Smith gave w arning to every 
one to look to their own safety. 
A 
giant wave swept off the raft we tried 
to launch and carried m e underneath. 
I finally em erged and had swam 150 
feet when the Titanic w ent down. 
I 
felt no suction. 
“I did not 
see 
Ismay. 
Captain 
Sm ith stood on the bridge and I saw- 
him jump as the vessel Bank. 
He had 
on no life belt and w ent down with 
th e ship.” 
T he w itness showed plainly m ental 
and physical strain and was excused.

bond issue of $200,000 for the com­ 
pletion of fifty-two miles of rock road­ 
way within toe confines of said dis­ 
trict, were highly elated last even­ 
ing when the results of the t-pecial 
election 
held 
Saturday 
wcra 
an­ 
nounced. 
The vote .Good almost 9 to I iii 
favor of the bond issue, and from the 
early voting Saturday forenoon it was 
evident that the necessary two-thirds 
of the vote polled would 
lie 
over­ 
reached by far, and the returns last 
night at the closing of the rolls at 
6:41 p. rn. proved indeed gratifying. 
The total vote was 3,257, and of 
that number 2 894 voted favorable to 
the issue of the bonds and 3C0 against 
the proposition. 
Three votes were 
rejected. 
From early morning until the close 
of the polling place at the east front 
door of the court house the support­ 
ers of the bond issue worded tireless­ 
ly in getting out the voters, and au­ 
tomobiles, carriages and private ve­ 
hicles w’ere k<-pt busy in transporting 
them from their homes, 
places 
of 
business or elsewhere to the voting 
place. 
It wta s a great victory for the good 
reads 
advocates 
and 
immediately 
after the returns were in Gorernor 
H erbert S. Hadley was called by long 
distance telephone and informed of 
the carrying 
of

election. 
H e 
seemed very exultant and Willingly 
consented to visit Sedalia and de­ 
liver an address and participate In a 
general celebration 
over 
the 
out­ 
come. 
The commissioners of the Twelve- 
Mile district intend to lose no time in 
getting the bond issue sold, and next 
W ednesday afternoon will meet for 
the purpose of canvassing the vote 
and arranging for

Plans will a ]so be 
formulated at this meeting to proceed 
without any delay whatever in push­

toll of the Titanic tragedy probably 
will 
never 
l»e determ ined exactly. 
T he Whit© Star estim ate stands at 
1,035. 
A majority of the survivors 
sailed for home today on the l a p ­ 
land, having been hospitably supplied 
with food, clothing and m ono/. 
Already the great ocean lines have 
decided upon a new course, dipping 
far south of the old southern route, 
lengthening the voyage nine to four­ 
teen hours, 
T he Titanic 
.low 
is 
known to have heen sixty miles south 
of the southern course. The fact that 
th ere had been no boat drills alioafd 
the T itanic is harshly criticized. 
President Ismay in an 
inrerview 
today characterized the 
senate 
in­ 
quiry as “ brutally unfair.” 
Ho said: 
“ I ve searched my mind 
with 
the 
deepest care. 
Pm sure I did nothing 
I shouldn’t. 
My conscience is clear. 
If I thought I had 
done 
anything 
wrong I would not have another hap­ 
py moment. 
T he chance to escape 
cam e to me. 
I did not seek ft. 
Ev­ 
ery woman and child had been cared 
for before I left. 
True, I’m president 
of the company, but I did not consider 
m yself different from other passen­ 
gers. 
I took no other m an’s place.”
